New and improved trails, sidewalks and bike
lanes have increased the number of people
riding bikes and walking across Northeast Ohio.
In fact the number of people bicycling to work
has gone up over 200% in the last 5 years. As we
continue to see more people walking and biking
itis important to ensure our laws are enforced to
prevent crashes. As a law enforcement

officer, you are the only one who can enforce
laws (for motorists, bicyclists, and pedestrians)
that can stop crashes before they happen.

Remember, bicycles are vehicles under ORC
4511.01G, and pedestrians, bicycles and motor
vehicles are all traffic (ORC 4511.01TT).
